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C1) Clinton affair 


When rumors first floated in January 
that President Clinton may have had an 
affair with a White House intern, few 
could have predicted the ensuing 
scandal would lead to the impeach- 
ment of an American president for 
only the second time in history. But 
then few predictions about how the 
Monica Lewinsky scandal would 
unfold proved true. And few pundits 
dare to predict what might happen in 
1999 as the Senate prepares for a 
possible trial and a vote on removing 
Clinton from office. 


The scandal surrounding Clinton’s 
affair with a White House intern was 
voted the No. | story of 1998 in both 
The WIRE’s poll of its readers and the 
Associated Press’ annual survey of 
newspaper and broadcast editors. 


Iraq 


After a year-long standoff with Iraq over 
weapons inspections, the United States and 
Britain in December unleashed the strongest 


military attack against Iraq since the 1991 Gulf 


War. 


The four-day bombardment was called a 
success by President Clinton and British Prime 
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Minister Tony Blair. Iraqi leader Saddam 
Hussein claimed victory against what he called 
“the enemies of God.” 


Unlike during the Gulf War, the United States 
and Britain went it alone this time around 

France, Russia, China and the Arab countries 
were among those who condemned the attack. 


G3) Hurricane 


For seven days in late October and November, 
Hurricane Mitch pounded Honduras and 
Nicaragua with torrents of rain. When the skies 
finally cleared, large portions of the two 
countries lay in ruins. 


The numbers were awe-inspiring: 180 mph 
sustained winds. Gusts estimated at more than 
200 mph. The fourth strongest Caribbean 
hurricane of the century. Ten percent of 
Honduras’ population of 6.1 million left 
homeless. 


But the most dramatic number of all was one 
that won't ever be exactly known — roughly 
10,000 people dead. 


School 
Violence 


Violence in schools is nothing new, but the 
headlines this year were especially heartbreak- 
ing because of the number of teachers and 
children killed or injured by students. Five are 
dead in Arkansas, fifteen in Colorado, four in 
Oregon and one each in Tennessee and 
Pennsylvania. Dozens more were hurt, scarred 
by bullets and fear. 


The spate of violence, which began in late 
1997 with shootings in Pearl, Miss., and 
Paducah, Ky., launched presidential initiatives 
and led states to consider tougher penalties for 
young offenders. Arkansas is considering a 
law that would put killers as young as 10 in 
prison for up to 40 years. 


Parents and educators are understandably 
nervous, and many schools now maintain a 
zero-tolerance policy regarding violence and 
threats. In Oregon, an 8-year-old was sus- 
pended for singing a violent parody of a 
“Barney” song. And a tip led Wisconsin 
authorities to a group of teens who appeared to 
be plotting a bloodbath in revenge for being 
teased. They said it was a joke, but no one was 
laughing 


(5) John Glenn 


Ever since John Glenn’s historic trip into space 
36 years ago, he had yearned to go back. In 
January, NASA finally gave Glenn the go 
ahead, clearing him to be the first geriatric test 
subject in space. 


On Oct. 29, the first American to orbit Earth 
became the oldest man to circle it. Glenn. 77. 
was joined by six crewmates aboard the space 
shuttle Discovery. 


Glenn’s return to space rekindled America’s 
fascination with space travel and rivaled the 
media frenzy created by his voyage aboard the 
Mercury capsule on Feb. 20, 1962. 


Terrorist bombings of two U.S. embassies in 
east Africa and retaliatory strikes by American 
military forces temporarily diverted the 
nation’s attention from the White House sex 
scandal in August. 


The nearly simultaneous attacks against the 
American embassies in Kenya and Tanzania on 
Aug.7 killed 224 people, including 12 Ameri- 
cans. More than 5,500 people were injured. 


Music 


Pop went the music world in 1998 as teens 
dominated the charts and little girls’ hearts. It 
was also the year that the Titanic rose. The 
Spice Girls lost some of their snap as Ginger 
Spice left the quintet to take on the unlikely 
role of UN goodwill ambassador, and both 
Posh Spice and Scary Spice became pregnant. 


While ardor for Hanson cooled, despite the 
teen trio’s efforts to keep excitement high with 
release of music from their early years (!) 
called Three Car Garage, and a live album, pre- 
pubescent girls turned their sights and allow- 
ances to the Backstreet Boys, ‘N Sync, 98

the rift that opened between fans and the game 
as a result of the 1994 strike. This year, 
baseball was the national pastime again. 


NBA 
Lockout 


After thriving while the other major sports 
leagues dealt with labor strife in the past 
decade, the NBA finally hit a snag of its own. 
On July 1, the owners voted to lock out the 
players and reopen collective-bargaining talks, 
with the aim of creating a more owner-friendly 
revenue-sharing plan with the Players Associa- 
tion, as well as controlling rapidly rising 
salaries. The first three months of the *98-99

In what seemed a stunning upset, John Elway 
and the Denver Broncos beat the defending 
champion Green Bay Packers 31-24 to win 
Super Bowl XXXII. It ended a 15-year quest 
for Elway, the No. | overall pick of the 1983 
draft, who had suffered through three of the 
Broncos’ four previous Super Bow! defeats. 


With the game tied 17-17 in the third quarter, 
Elway energized his teammates with an 8-yard 
scramble in which he took a flying leap and did 
a 360 in midair. “That’s when I knew we were 
going to win,” said tight end Sterling Sharpe. 
Running back Terrell Davis earned MVP 
honors with a 157-yard, three-touchdown 
performance, even though he missed the 
second quarter with a migraine. The Broncos 
proved they were no fluke by starting the 1998 
season 13-0 and earning home-field advantage 
in the AFC playoffs

1999 Boys and Girls Track: A Total Success 


What could make a coach of more than 30 years proud, the 1999 track team. This 
season was full of success with numerous records broken. These included all 71 members 
finishing with a new record, 15 members qualifying for state, and 25 lifetime bests at districts. 
Other individual records include the boys 400 meter relay team, Ben Thompson, Nolan Johnson, 
Justin Kalar, and Matt Smith, ran a record breaking time of 44.2 seconds. The girls 400 meter 
time was broken by Lindsey Houghtaling with a time of 59.6 seconds. Also a new girl’s point 
scoring record was set by Kia McClain. 

Other successes included two key wins in the relay meets. They won the League Re- 
lays which is the first time ever for Astoria High School. As well as the team winning the 
Seaside relays, also the first time ever for AHS. 

The state track meet is where the best of the best athletes out of Oregon compete. This 
year a record breaking 15 members from AHS went to Hayward Field in Eugene to participate. 
The boys 400 meter relay team placed 10th with a time of 45.21 seconds. Matt Smith earned a 
medal with a fourth place finish in the intermediate hurdles at 41.1 seconds. James Eubank 
placed sixth in the 800 meters at 2:01 and also earned a medal placing second in the 1500 meters 
at 4:06.3. In the throwing events Rob Landwehr competed in the shot put with a throw of 45’ 
3”, David Servino placed 10th in the javelin with a throw of 166’2”, and David Filori competed 
in both the shot put at 45’3” and threw 126’1” in the discus placing 10th. 

The Astoria ladies also had a successful time at state with six girls qualifying for com- 
petition. The girls mile relay team placed first at the district meet becoming district champions. 
Then at state Tabbitha Koskela, Leah Schauermann, Melody Schauermann, and Lindsey 
Houghtaling ran a time of 4:20 which did not quite get them into the final round, but what a 
great season. In the 400 meters Lindsey Houghtaling placed sixth in 61.1 seconds and also 
placed fifth in the 200 meters in 26.4 seconds. Michele Long threw the javelin 110’ and also the 
discus 1133” earning the fifth place seat. Kia McClain threw the shot put 33’7.5” and placed 
sixth in the discus at 112’7”. 

“What an exciting season with all the new records and firsts. This has been a great 
group to work with and I wish them the very best in their futures” Coach Dominey said of the 
1999 season.

Coach Dominey 


Our great Astoria High School has been around since the 1870's and 
has seen many track and field teams. Coach Dominey hasn’t been at AHS 
for all those years, but he has had an extraordinarily impressive coaching 
career. Coaching both track and cross country for the last 31 years he has 
forever made an impact on these fields of competition. 

Individually he has been named coach of the year three times, was 
twice nominated national coach of the year, and was once named district 
coach of the year out of Oregon, Wyoming, Idaho, Montana, Washington, 
and Alaska. 

The track and field teams under Coach Dominey’s guidance at Astoria 
High School have had four district champions, the only in the school’s his- 
tory. He has also coached one fourth place state team, one third place team, 
one second place team, and has had one state championship, these all are 
also the only in the school’s history. Coach Dominey has had 22 individual 
state champions and of these champions four have set state records. These 
include the boy’s and girl’s 800 meters, girl’s 400 meter relay, and the boy’s 
intermediate hurdles. He has coached two high school All Americans, Kam 
Johnson and Doug Bowlsby, and one high school national champion, Kam 
Johnson. 

Even if he hadn’t earned all these championships, Coach Dominey 
would still be remembered as one of the greatest coaches in Astoria High 
School’s history.

Scanning Astoria History 
for a New Purpose 


Every “B” day throughout the Fall 
and Winter months, a handful of 
AHS students invaded the local 
museum. Armed with computers 
and scanners, the talented group 
were working on creating a multi- 
media program entitled “In Their 
Footsteps.” 


The 20 minute program which will 
be used as a part of the Columbia 
River Maritime Museum programs, 
is a short look at the history of 
Astoria and takes the audience from 
the days of the early explorers 
through present day. Topics of 
focus for this spectacular show 
include such as shipwrecks, fishing, 


logging, shangheiing, the great fire 
of 1922, World War II, and Astoria 
today. 


In a whirlwind of pictures and sounds it 
is easy to get a snapshot of where 
Astoria has come from and to where it 
might be heading in the future. 


The AHS students that took part in the 
project were Chris Holmstedt, Ryan 
Holmstedt, Sasha Rappaport, Kirk 
Wintermute, Jenny Stanton, Amor 
Estandian, Willis Van Dusen, and Faith 


Harris. District technology director Mr. 
Holmstedt was the advisor for the class. 


With the purpose of opening opportuni- 
ties for students to get hands on experi- 
ence in the community, the program 
reached all of its goals. “We wanted to 
be able to not only present the history 
of Astoria in a new way, we wanted the 
students to be able to learn about what 
a few of the new technologies can do,” 


commented Mr. Holmstedt. 


The young multimedia creators scanned 
nearly 800 photos from the museums, 
conducted oral interviews, captured 
sounds from the area, and wrote the script. 
Volunteering to be the narrarator for the 
film, Grant McOmie, outdoor reporter for 
television station KATU, added a profes- 
sional touch to the successful project. 


As a part of his senior project, Chris 
Holmstedt wrote the music for the pro- 
gram and recorded it using a keyboard and 
computer.
